Rome, Feb. 9 —(/P>—1The entire 
attention of Rome was 
focused 
today on 
the V atican where 
Pope Pius received King Gustave 
of Sweden whose visit, althougii 
unofficial, was of particular in­ 
terest. Every y ear upon coming 
to Rome for the sake of Queen 
Victoria’s health he never fails 
to pay his respects to the Pope. 
The Swedish 
king 
told 
the 
Pontiff th a t he desired to pre­ 
sent his good wishes for thé pa ­ 
pal jubilee and also th a t he was 
glad to be the first sovereign who 
was able personally to congratu­ 
late the Pope on the reconcilia­ 
tion with Italy , describing this 
as an achievem ent placing 
the 
Pontiff am ong the greatest in 
history . 
Pope Pius answered 
modestly 
th a t he was only an instrum ent 
in the hands of Providence. He 
thank ed King G ustave warmly . 
Popular appeal to the Italian 
national will be resorted to 
by 
Prem ier Mussolini to pay off the 
indem nity granted the Catholic 
church. The indem nity is for 2,- 
000,000 lire, (about $105,000,000» 
of which one half is to be paid 
now and the rem ainder subse­ 
quently , with interest 
m e an­ 
while. 
A -loan of conciliâtiorf’ 
in­ 
tended to provide for part or ail 
of the am ount probably will be 
announced shortly after signing 
of the accord, and Italians gen­ 
erally asked to take it up. Ita ly ’s 
financial condition w arrants the 
belief there will be little difficul­ 
ty in raising the am ount. 
Practically all details of 
concordat between the Holy 
and th e Italian governm ent 
now known. 
A nticipation of the

The late Jesse Kipling er, then 
resided where no w stands the 
Jackso n to wnship scho o l build­ 
ing and he to o k g reat interest in 
tho se co ntests, assisting as relief 
• pro no u ncer” fo r the teachers. 
One nig ht at Osbo rne’s, while 
Miss Gary was teacher, it be­ 
came the “pleasing ” task o f Jes­ 
se to subdue so me ro ug h necks” 
who created co nfusio n during 
“bo o ks” and the way he did it 
was eno ug h to bring tears to the 
ey es o f a “tater.” 
While a scho larly y o ung mar. 
and at all times a g entleman, 
there were o ccasio ns when he 
ro se to the emerg ency .

I was so mewhat 
v ain o f my spelling ability u ntil 
the wo rd “Lo u isiana” lo o ked me 
in the ey e and as all were 
“do wn” bu t two I felt sure o f 
v icto ry . A little g irl—Mo llie Co r­ 
bin—eag erly waited to g iv e me 
the “kno cko ut” and when she 
heard me spell “Lo uisana" quick 
as a flash she cau g ht it and I 
to o k the co unt, like all bad lo s­ 
ers, arg uing that the wo rd was 
wro ng . Mr. Kipling er reminded 
me that I was g uilty o f- “may ­ 
hem” in kno cking an ey e (i) 
o ut o f the state. 
So o n after this o ccurence, we 
attended a spelling match at No . 
1 Po sey to wnship. This was a 
larg e scho o l bu t I hav e fo rg o tten 
the teacher’s name. “We” (the 
Do wney cro wd) were there in 
fo rce and the ho use was cro wd­ 
ed.

About .every year or so some one predicts

Persia, and this group includes 
many favorites—well known to 
all of us—and named after th^- 
localities in Persia where they 
are made. Kirman or Kirman^- 
hah rugs are included in almost 
every rug collection. They usual- 
ly have an all-over floral design 
in soft colors which makes them 
tone in well with most interiors. 
Kurdistnas, Sarouks, Serebends, 
Coravana are all Persian. 


Turkish rugs, though perhaps 


not so well thought of now as 
formerly, are often of excellent 
quality. 


Chinese rugs arc 
sometimes 


rather coarse in texture com- 
pared with those 
from Persia, 


but as much admired by occiden- 
tals because of their soft 
blue, 


beige and cream colorings.
